2. §. Production--Inm the production of standard quartermaster-type matericl, are 
quartermaster officers assigned to the factory ctaff as tmspectors? Are 
any such type plamts owned and operated by the army? ; 


A. In every factory handling military orders, a voyer pred (military represea- 
tative) controls the type and quality of production on such orders. The 
airector of the factory is rot authorized to receive and process militery 
orders without the signature of the voyen pred. Au arbitrary exumple may 
illustrate the procedure of military procurement: The quartermaster ¢f he 
Twelfth Cavalry Division orders haruess for the horses of the division. For 
this purpose, he Ime to obtain the permission of the commending generel of 
his milttary district. With the authorized order form, he goes to the factory 
menufartorimg harnesses and hands the order to the factory director, who taurus 
it over to the - “pred at the factory {probably a company grade officer, 
perhaps Sterile The voyen pred may countersign the order to indicate ace 
ceptance. Altermately, he may refuse to accept the order; in the latter case, 
he oust cite reasons for his action to the commanding general of the military 
district governing the ordering wit and request further ipstructivas. is 
most cases, the yoyen pred is a quartermaster specialist well treins3 ia 
supervising the production of goods for which he is responsible; the voyen 
pred in « shoe factory is likely to be a specialist im shoe production «tc. 

The Armed Forces own and operate a large sumber of plants, some of which -- 
cuclously wnough--do not limit themselves to purely military coastraction. 
Thus, all shipbuilding and aircraft factories are under comolete: military 
direction. ‘The game can be said of a large mamber of steel amd mehallercical 
plents. The comnection with the military may be overt and accounted for iz 
the national budget. In other cases, the plant may be outwardly wader civilian 
‘control tart actually operatiag under militery ownership. Under tadfrect and 
secret military operation of a plant, it is sometimes easier to cammflage the. 
nature of the end products and their use and to charge manufacturing cosis to © 
civilian ageacies, thus artificially reducing the military items iu the 
national tadget. I understand that all tractor plants sre under such covert 
wilitery control. The workiug force of military plants consists exclustvely 
of civilians. Im addition to the director, each military plant bas @ voyea 
pred who accepts orders from military units. Among the purely military 

25X1 factories, Leningrad: Krasny Voinik /mentioned ia 
paregraph 1 a 13 ist, a leather plant; and Radishchev, e factory 
which processes leather produced: at the Marksist plant. The porely military 
nature of such enterprises is sometises obscured by the fact that they may 
sell by-products on the civilisn merket. Thus, Krasnxy Vodnik, whieb manufac- 
tures tents aad parachutes, uses ofd pieces of material to make aprems for 
civilian use, Im addition to the purely military enterprises, up to & per 
cent of the “civilian" industrial establishments manufacture goods for ail- 
itary purposes. Often, these goods are identical with the civilian products. 
For exemple, Skorokhod, a big shoe factory im Leningrad, has different 
sections for the various types of production, but is not subdivided into 
military and civilian sections. It ims a so-called OTK (section for tech- 
nical control), which represents the Armed Forces. On the basis of orders 
om hand, the voyen” ad selects the highest quality products of a section, 
e g soles, stamps them "OTK", and thus sarmarks them for ultimete delivery 
to military wits. For an understanding of the military budget of the UssR, 25X71 
it should be added that the Skorokbod factory charged 250 rubles for a pair 
of good boots sold om the civilian market whereas a military uit would psy seven

25X41 [Sealy 19487, show bow military expenditures ure buriad 
even at low levels and demonstrate how impossible it is to determine the 


percentage of military production relative to overall production in the 
USSR om the bagis of cost. 
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
